Rehearsals are underway for a musical produc- 
tion titled ''Imagine . . .

Courting Safety 
State Officials Pledge Funds for Village Court

Mattapoisett Fire Chief Ronald Scott met with 
State Representative William Straus (D-Mattapoisett) and 
representatives from the Massachusetts Department of 
Housing and Community Development (DHCD) last 
week to do a "walk-through'' of Village Court in an effort 
to gauge what improvements could be made to better 
ensure the safety of residents at the elderly housing 
complex in the event of a fire. 

"There was a sense that I got from (Chief Scott) 
that a walk-through might help," Representative Straus

said. 

'The fire alarm system (in Village Court) is hard- 
wired, but we're going to a radio fire alarm system in the 
Town of Mattapoisett — that's in the works already — so 
we need to address that/' Chief Scott told Ray Frieden, 
Project Development Unit Director with DHCD, and 
Joseph Buckley, Architectural /Engineering Services Unit 
Director for DHCD. "We only have one way for a fire 
apparatus (to get in). To get around the back of the 
building is impossible ... (and) to get a hand ladder in, we 
have to go through the main entrance and carry it through 
the laundry room." 

Chief Scott said one of his main concerns with 
Mattapoisett having a call fire department is getting 
people to respond during the day. "We had a fire run this 
morning (and) I had two people show up," Chief Scott 
said. "So to try and get a hose line and a ladder in here 
during the day, we're on a course for disaster, I think." 

Based on bids. Chief Scott estimated it would cost 
between $10,000 and $16,000 just to upgrade the fire 
alarm system from the current hard-wired type to one 
that would be compatible with Mattapoisett's radio 
system. But Mr. Frieden noted that since DHCD has limits 
on funds it can allocate for individual projects, they could 
probably only commit to around $10,000 — which was 
still feasible for a project of this scope. 

"We have a $10,000 limit," Mr. Frieden said. 
"That's not to say we can't spend the $16,000 ... but we

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can get the project started/' 

"Both buildings are tied in (to the Fire Depart- 
ment) and they come in as two separate fire alarms/' 
Chief Scott said. 

Although not required under current state fire 
codes. Chief Scott said another concern is that the indi- 
vidual fire alarms and smoke detectors in each apartment 
at Village Court aren't hard-wired into a main system, 
thereby assisting the Fire Department in finding the 
precise location of the fire. He pointed to the new, state-of- 
the-art system installed at the renovated ORR High 
School as an example — a system which will pinpoint the 
exact zone and even classroom where the alarm was 
triggered.

"When we get an alarm at the high school, we can 
tell what room it is, what lab it is, what wing it is,'' Chief 
Scott said. "When we're leaving the station, we know 
exactly where we're going. Right now, with three or four 
people (on duty) during the day, if we pulled up (and 
had) no clue where the fire is ... that's a big building to 
start searching." 

"My expectation is, when all is said and done, 
we'll probably be able to bring a new fire alarm system in 
here," Mr. Frieden said. 

Cost estimates for the upgraded fire alarm system 
at Village Court could run anywhere between $200,000 
and $300,000, according to Chief Scott. 

"It's not cheap, but we're talking people's lives 
here and their sense of safety, too," he said. 

Both Mr. Frieden and Mr. Buckley said based 
upon the walk-through and the information provided, 
they would support funding the initial fire alarm system 
upgrade and put it on the fast track for this fall.

philosophy, and availability for the job, the board voted 2- 
1 to appoint Ms. MacDonald: Selectman Lombard and 
Selectman Denham in favor of Ms. MacDonald, with 
Selectman Andrews supporting Mr. Smith. 

At 7:50 pm, the board met with Mattapoisett 
Liquors and approved the Sunday opening hours of 12:00 
noon to 6:00 pm. 

The Selectmen then discussed the Barstow Fund 
which was brought up at the recent Annual Town Meet- 
ing and the requirements of the trust. Mr. Botelho ex- 
plained that the trust had originally been set up to defray 
the expenses of Mattapoisett students who had to attend 
high school in other towns because Mattapoisett had no 
high school at the time. 

Town Counsel researched the problem, found that 
the trust had been changed many times, and the latest 
change is that the $95,000 of interest available must be 
used for the educational enrichment of Mattapoisett 
students at ORR High School. The ORR School Commit- 
tee controls the use of these funds, but the Selectmen 
suggested that a letter to the School Committee recom- 
mend their consideration of using $66,000 of the available 
funds for Mattapoisett's share of the tri-town assessment 
for the regional budget.

another public office, he only said he might run again for 
"something, some day/'

Mr. Pembroke admitted. "If I realized how significant not 
putting a boat on the mooring was, I would have put a 
dinghy on it. I understand the town has a job to do." 

• Met with Dick Anderson, President of the 
Sippican Historical Society, Will Saltonstall, and John 
Rockwell to discuss a proposed plan to restore the Island 
Wharf parking area across from the Music Hall. 

"Mr. Anderson is the President of the Sippican 
Historical Society, and they are interested in doing 
restoration projects in the village area," Chairman Pierce 
said. 

"The Historical Society puts on the Marion 
Antiques Show every August," Mr. Anderson said. "All of 
the proceeds go back into the town. We discussed what 
we wanted to do this year, and we (decided on the) Island 
Wharf parking area." 

The Sippican Historical Society has committed 
$18,000 toward the project, and Mr. Rockwell noted that 
Coastal Zone Management (CZM) would kick in up to 66 
percent of the total project cost, which is estimated to be 
$209,137. 

"Looking at paving the parking lot, you run into 
environmental issues with runoff," Mr. Saltonstall said. 
"There are two or three significant point sources for 
pollution into the harbor (from the runoff)." 

Mr. Saltonstall said they suggest going with 
angled parking and a one-way traffic flow to better 
control congestion.

an estimated $20,000 which would first be borne by the 
town and later reimbursed from state coffers. 

"This won't happen right away, there's a permit 
process we need to go through,'' Ms. Farinon said. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
approve the agreement as submitted. 

At 7:16 pm the board met with Susan Peterson of 
the Rochester Land Trust, who came before the board to 
discuss the proposed purchase of another portion of the 
so-called Rounseville Homestead. Ms. Peterson said she 
was seeking the board's support of an article on the June 7 
Annual Town Meeting warrant to transfer $125,000 from 
the Stabilization Fund to permanently protect another 165 
acres of the property. The town had previously approved 
the protection of some 265 acres of the land in 2002. 

"The whole project is 430 acres, the (total) cost is 
$1.5 million," Ms. Peterson said. "For this next (phase), 
we're being asked to contribute $125,000. The town's 
contributing only nine percent of the total cost. It will still 
be owned by the Rounseville family and maintained by 
them, but it will have a conservation restriction. The town 
may develop a well on the 165-acre site, which is immedi- 
ately south of Memorial School. We've already got 
approval from the Town of Marion and the Town of 
Fairhaven for $50,000 (each)." 

Ms. Peterson said by placing the property under a 
conservation restriction, it will not only double the 
amount of perserved lands in the recharge area of the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Aquifer, but also avoid the 
potential development of up to 50 new houses on the site. 

"I don't question the intent or the importance of 
protecting (the land)," Chairman Laboa said. "The 
problem I have is it coming from the Stabilization Fund." 
Chairman Laboa made reference to the recent 
Mattapoisett Town Meeting vote to transfer $200,000 from 
their Stabilization Fund to open Center School — a move

which left only $200,000 remaining in that town's rainy- 
day account. 

"It's interesting, because the Finance Committee's 
(FinCom) response is this is exactly the type of thing to 
take from the Stabilization Fund," Ms. Peterson said. "The 
town has to put in something. I was hoping to get the 
town up to 10 percent, which would have been $150,000 
— but, politically, I thought it would be very difficult. It's 
our land, I thought it would be nice to get $150,000 from 
Rochester, but ($125,000) was a compromise ... thinking it 
might be a little more palatable." 

"I know the proposal came from the FinCom to 
take it out of the Stabilization Fund, but I'd like to have a 
discussion (with them)," Chairman Laboa said. "Is there a 
timeframe on this project?" 

Ms. Peterson said it needs to be closed by the end 
of the year. "We have signed an agreement with Mr. 
Rounseville," Ms. Peterson said. "I'm looking for the 
Selectmen to support this because land doesn't come up 
all the time. The Rounseville family has been very gener- 
ous — they're selling this land at bargain-basement rates." 

"I don't have a problem with it, I just want it to be 
discussed at Town Meeting," Selectman Nunes said. 

Chairman Laboa asked FinCom Chairman 
Michael Costa why the money would be taken out of the 
Stabilization Fund and not be placed on an override or 
taken from another source. 

"We haven't voted yet on whether or not we're 
not going to support (that article) or not, but given that

it's a matter of protecting a town resource, we'd likely 
support it/' Mr. Costa said. "The Stabilization Fund is 
currently at $1.1 million. This would bring us down to just 
under $1 million. I would adamantly oppose doing 
something like Mattapoisett did and taking money out (of 
stabilization) to fund general operating expenses." 

'T just don't want to get into the habit of taking 
$100,000 out of the Stabilization Fund every year to buy 
land," Chairman Laboa agreed. 

At 7:35 pm the board met with Town Planner 
Randall Kunz to discuss proposed planning by-law 
amendments. "At the public hearing, there was some 
concern that (some by-laws) were not fully advertised," 
Mr. Kunz said. "Since there was no urgency, we decided

to pull them and come back in the fall. These five (ar- 
ticles), you have seen before. They have only technical 
revisions from prior (by-laws).'' 

'T don't know what the implications of these 
changes are/' Selectman Nunes said. "We don't have to 
make recommendations on these, do we?" 

"No, the Planning Board will make a report and 
then the vote will be based on that report," Mr. Huntoon 
said.

ting the budget for the school. The utility costs, along with some 
personnel costs, surfaced to the tune of $259,000. 

Selectman Steve Lombard warned voters about going 
into the Stabilization Fund. He brought up the Paul Lopes affair.

Then, there was the tradeoff for the Tinkham Forest 
engineered by The Bay Club. It went against the original wishes 
of Lloyd Tinkham who bequeathed his land to the town for use 
by the residents. It was not to be traded off for another parcel. As 
George Randall said, ''Who will leave the town land if it is to be 
traded off later?'' Good question. To sell, swap or trade the 
Tinkham land is not an option, Mr. Randall said. 

Peter Briggs said that Mr. Tinkham was appalled at 
seeing the luxurious craft moored at the local yacht club and 
said, "What a vulgar display of wealth." Mr. Briggs said that Mr. 
Tinkham would have said the same of The Bay Club develop- 
ment. The town did not have the right to "barter off" Mr. 
Tinkham's land for another parcel, Mr. Briggs added. 

It is obvious that Mr. Tinkham loved the town and 
wanted to leave something for its residents. He did not sell to 
make money off his property, only to see it used for the town's 
benefit. Sounds too good to be true in these times. 

Frank Esposito, mouthpiece for The Bay Club, said that 
all of the parcels the town receives in the exchange will have 
access from public roads and he predicted that the town will 
receive $2.5 to $3.5 million in revenue from The Bay Club. How 
about services that will be needed? Will more firefighting 
equipment be needed? Another ambulance? Rescue vehicles? 
Brush firefighting equipment in the event a fire springs up in the 
woodlands surrounding The Bay Club? More police? Traffic 
control? The mouthpiece made it seem as if the town is getting 
all the benefits without paying out anything. Can this be the 
Trojan Horse? 

Another item that surfaced (at Town Meeting) was the 
$60,000 the town spends on health care for part-time elected 
officials. A committee is in the process of being established to 
come up with recommendations on this issue.

Ruth Bates said the area is in a 100-year storm zone 
and the drainage system will have to be redone constantly. Ms. 
Bates said that the development's proximity to Eel Pond 
presents an environmental problem. She said the pond is dying 
due to nitrogen level in it.

Project GROW Applications 

Applications for enrollment in Project GROW, the 
public school integrated preschool program, will be 
mailed to all age-eligible children in Marion, Mattapoisett 
and Rochester according to databases in the Early Child- 
hood Office on May 24.

Troy. Starring Brad Pitt and Eric Bana. Directed by 
Wolfgang Petersen. Running time: 162 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Like Gladiator four summers ago, Troy starts the warm-weather 
season off with a manly, retro, sword-clanging bang. But that's 
where the similarity ends. Gladiator, which unaccountably won a 
Best Picture Oscar, was a numbing and derivative revenge fantasy 
recast for swords and sandals. Troy takes off from sturdier origins — 
Homer's great war poem The Iliad, which seems constructed to show 
war in all its aspects, its exultant splendor and its terrible cruelty. 
David Denby, in his appraisal of classic literature Great Books, cites an 
Iliad passage describing a spear striking a soldier ''beside the nipple 
of the right breast, and the bronze spearhead drove clean through the 
shoulder." Homer's treatment of violence is both near-pornographic 
and exhilarating in its attention to the physical. 

Director Wolfgang Petersen is aboard Troy, and after a few hit- 
and-miss blockbusters (his last movie was the waterlogged The 
Perfect Storm), he has made his most robust yet complex film since 
Das Boot, the U-boat drama that launched him internationally. There 
are many, many grand-scale battle scenes in Troy, and Petersen 
stages them cleanly yet with an emphasis on the chaos of the 
moment. We see individual mano-a-mano conflicts within the larger 
fracas, mini-battles in which we can see that this man triumphs 
because of speed over strength, while that man wins due to sheer 
dumb luck. Other fights, such as the one between the Trojan warrior 
hero Hector (Eric Bana) and a massive Greek adversary, are skillfully 
choreographed dances of rage and honor. Brad Pitt 

may take a few critical slings and arrows just for having been cast as 
Acfiilles, the arrogant warrior and great hope of Greece, but he's got 
the moves. Pitt has perfected a highly photogenic maneuver: he runs 
past an enemy, hops up with his heavy legs swinging, and jabs his 
opponent fatally in the back of the neck — whapl Pitt brings more to 
it, though; his Achilles is a great warrior who feels used by the greedy 
king Agamemnon (Brian Cox, having a grand old time) and has 
grown contemptuous of the very forces that set him in motion 
towards glory in battle — which means contempt of glory itself. (In 
Homer, Achilles renounces the heroic code, saying, "We are all held 
in a single honour, the brave with the weaklings.") By contrast, 
Hector, as underplayed effectively by Eric Bana, is a strong warrior 




who would rather not fight — he's seen enough fighting to appreci- 
ate any other sensible but honorable alternative. 

This great war poem, amusingly, has a soap-opera impetus: 
Hector's brother Paris (Orlando Bloom) runs off with Helen (Diane 
Kruger), the wife of Agamemnon's brother Menelaus (Brendan 
Gleeson). In the movie, Agamemnon uses his brother's rage as an 
excuse to start a war with Troy but really couldn't care less about 
Menelaus' pride. The weak link of The Iliad turns out to be the weak 
link of Troy, especially since Orlando Bloom and Diane Kruger, twin 
pretty flowers, barely suggest the transgressive passion that inciner- 
ated a great city. Nevertheless, the story was always meant to focus 
on the men pitted against each other over such a trifling matter. The 
face-off between Achilles and Hector is beautifully realized, all the 
more wounding because we can precisely read each man's emotions 
going into the fight (even though Achilles' rage is muted in the movie 
because he is now avenging his cousin, not his, ahem, "friend"). 

If mesmerizing panoramas of mass carnage don't pull you in, 
Troy has a major old warhorse in its ranks: Peter O'Toole, seldom 
seen onscreen lately, enters the movie humbly as King Priam, father 
of Hector and Paris, and commands the screen effortlessly. When 
Priam meets Helen, O'Toole compliments her beauty, then delivers 
a single word, "Welcome," and invests those two syllables with an 
entire movie's worth of meaning; you can hear the subtext of Priam's 
exasperation with his son, understanding of why Paris fell so hard for 
Helen, and acceptance of whatever this illicit love might bring to his 
nation. "He was born to end lives," someone says of Achilles, and 
O'Toole was born to kick movies up another notch. Seventy-two 
now, O'Toole reportedly balked at accepting a Lifetime Achieve- 
ment Oscar because he hoped to earn another real Oscar someday. If 
the gods are kind — and if the Academy's memory goes back to May 
— he will.

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Meet the New Boss

"Meet the new boss, same as the old boss." 
- Pete Townshend 

That closing line from The Who's cacophony of 
sound known as "Won't Get Fooled Again" never fails 
to put a smile on my face, no matter how many times 
I hear it. The sarcasm and irony inherent in 
Townshend's acidic lyrics are so true, it's amusing. 

But there are those rare occasions when you wit- 
ness a fresh face trying to affect change that your faith 
in the democratic process can be reaffirmed and re- 
vived — maybe the new boss isn't the same, after all! 

Though it's certainly too early to gauge whether 
Marion voters did the right thing by recently elect- 
ing newcomer Jonathan Henry to the ranks of Se- 
lectmen, I have to give the newly-installed town offi- 
cial kudos for wasting little time in getting down to 
brass tacks. 

Although freshman Selectman Henry traded in 
his casual attire as a member of the omnipresent "pea- 
nut gallery" at regular Selectmen's meetings for a 
more formal jacket and tie during his debut May 4 
proceeding, that didn't preclude him from rolling up 
his sleeves and getting right down to the nitty-gritty, 
applying his own form of verbal "elbow grease" in 
an attempt to clean up what he perceived to be some 
tarnished ideas cluttering the otherwise smooth op- 
eration of Marion's town government. 

In the aftermath of what many residents be- 
moaned as a confusing, drawn-out, and rather con- 
tentious three-night Annual Town Meeting — due in 
large part to a serious lack of communication between 
town officials and voters — Mr. Henry's call for an 
increase in more detailed and candid discussions 
during meetings couldn't have been better timed. 

Mr. Henry's suggestion that the reason voters are 
ill-informed is that issues don't seem to be discussed 
enough during Selectmen's meetings — which should 
be the ideal forum for such information exchange — 
is well worth consideration. And although I'm wont 
to commit myself to covering Marion Selectmen's 
meetings on a weekly basis again, I think he has a 



valid point about needing to meet at least once a week 
to effectively take care of town matters. 

After all, it was only a couple of short years ago 
when all three towns in our immediate circulation 
area held weekly Selectmen's meetings on a regular 
basis. Now, only Rochester meets consistently every 
week — with Marion and Mattapoisett opting to "ro- 
tate" meetings every other week. Frankly, from where 
I'm sitting, there doesn't seem to be a lack of issues 
or business to discuss ... if anything, I sincerely be- 
lieve there's considerably more facing town officials 
in these financially-bleak, budget-crunching times. 
And with the state gradually decreasing the flow of 
funds into local coffers, where s the logic for meeting 
only twice a month? 

I also think Mr. Henry made a valid argument 
for the town seeking out better channels of commu- 
nication — be they existing media outlets like The 
Wanderer, an updated official town website, or work- 
ing to broadcast either taped or live coverage of meet- 
ings via cable television. Marion could also take a 
page from Mattapoisett's play book by looking into 
an around-the-clock bulletin board on the town's 
government access cable channel which could let resi- 
dents know of upcoming meetings and events ... 
something which was echoed by residents present at 
the May 4 meeting. 

Comparatively speaking, what's most interesting 
to me about Marion is the level of involvement from 
residents at public meetings. Far and away, Marion's 
Board of Selectmen attracts the largest consistent 
number of attendees at their meetings — you know, 
that aforementioned "peanut gallery," usually com- 
prised of anywhere from three to ten people, regard- 
less of the length or brevity of the agenda. So it would 
seem fitting that Mr. Henry, who was elected to serve 
from their ranks, is already primed to make improve- 
ments fresh out of the starting gate. 

Whether they're implemented or not, it's just re- 
freshing to get the view from this "new boss" — some- 
one who's been on the outside looking in.
